The  Board  of  Management  has  much  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  Report  of  the  Infirmary  with  the 
Statement  of  Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet  for  1944. 


WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

1840  In-Patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  compared 
with  2078  in  1943.  The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  Patient  was 
13.6  days  compared  with  12.4  days  last  year.  4910  Out-Patients 
were  treated  compared  with  4041  in  1943.  Out-Patient  attendances 
numbered  12,256.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  In-Patients 
treated  was  due  to  the  restriction  on  the  admission  of  Civilian  patients 
during  the  early  months  of  1944  in  order  that  as  many  beds  as 
possible  could  be  reserved  for  Service  casualties  arising  from  the 
invasion  of  Europe.
